Thing s Go ing On In 


Washington, Au g. 12 (/P)—Some 
legislators predicted today that 
it the senate shou ld v ote to bring 
the “little fellow’s” pocketbook 
within the scope of the new tax 
bill, a senate-hou se 
deadlock 
may force the Roosev elt admin­ 
istration to scrap the tax bill for 
this session. 
This feeling, together with an 
open split between two noted 
senatorial independents, forecast 
new and hotter fighting on the 
controv ersial issu e. 
Senator Borah (R., Ida.) at­ 
tacked the senate finance com­ 
mittee plan for lower ex emptions 
and higher tax es on small in­ 
comes— a plan which Senator 
LaFollette (Pro., Wis.) su cceeded 
in getting the committee to su b­ 
stitu te for the hou se program 
last Satu rday . 
“To increase tax es in this re­ 
gion and among these tax -pay - 
ses- ers is to accentu ate their bu rden 
which already is heav y enou gh 
and necessarily to lower their 
standard of liv ing,” Borah said 
in a Su nday night statement. He 
said he wou ld v ote against su ch 
a mov e, and that other inde­ 
pendents were “critical” of it. 
(The LaFollette plan lowers in­ 
come tax ex emptions for m ar­ 
ried persons from the present 
$2,500 to $2,000 and for single 
persons from $1,000 to $8 00, and 
increases the su rtax es all along 
the line. The hou se bill wou ld 
leav e present tax es on income 
below $50,000 u nchanged.) 
Legislators who forecast a pos­ 
sible scrapping of the whole tax 
program, while u nwilling to be 
qu oted by name, pointed to ex ­ 
pert estimates that 1,500,000 per­ 
sons with small incomes wou ld 
be added to the income tax -pay - 
ers rolls u nder the new amend­ 
ment. They also reminded news­ 
men that all seats in the hou se 
are at stake in nex t y ear’s elec­ 
tion. 
LaFollette offered the amend­ 
ment as a means of bringing 
federal rev enu e more in line with 
ex penditu res. Borah said he did 
not see “the ju stice or wisdom” 
of it. * 
“Families with these small in­

Wash ington, Aug. 10 (A5)—Sen­ 
ator Ny e, Ind epend ent Republi­ 
can of North Dakota, pred icted 
tod ay th at th ere will be a th ird 
party in th e 19 36 Presid ential 
campaign. 
In an interview in wh ich h e al­ 
so said th at it appears Presid ent 
Roosevelt will be re-elected if h e 
d oes not “swing strongly to th e 
righ t,” Ny e asserted th at many 
liberals h ave felt a th ird party 
sh ould be created now “to be 
used as a progressive agency ” 
with an ey e to th e future. 
Ny e spoke of wh at h e believes 
is likely to h appen wh en Mr. 
Roosevelt leaves office. 
“With out h im,” h e said , “it is 
likely th at th e Democratic party 
would reassume its former con­ 
servatism. And sh ould th e Re­ 
publican party remain conserva­ 
tive th ere would be no place for 
us to go. 
“And , if, because of recent 
troubles, th e Democratic party 
and Mr. Roosevelt sh ould swing 
sh arply to th e righ t for reasons 
of political ex ped iency or oth er­ 
wise, we would be up a tree.” 
However, h e ad d ed , th ere is 
anoth er sid e of th e picture wh ich 
gives pause to th e liberals. 
“A th ird party would d raw th e 
ex treme liberals away from Mr. 
Roosevelt. So, if th e Democrats 
were to remain liberal and pro­ 
gressive a th ird party would tend 
to h ind er th e ex ecution of its 
own principles.”

SCOUT JAMBOREE CANCELLED 
President Roosev elt acted wisely when he 
mov ed to call off the Boy Scou t Jamboree sched­ 
u led for this month in Washing ton, D. C., du e 
to the prev alence of infantile paraly sis in the 
area su rrou nding the capital. The situ ation has 
not reached the stag e of an epidemic bu t its 
presence constitu tes a menace. 
It will be a g reat disappointment for the 35,- 
000 Boy Scou ts who ex pected to attend, bu t the 
possible menace cou ld not be ig nored and it is 
far better for these boy s to be disappointed than 
to su ffer the consequ ence of contracting the dis­ 
ease and possibly spreading it throu g hou t the 
cou ntry . 
The latest reports from the states where the 
disease prev ails, namely Virg inia, Mary land, 
North Carolina and the District of Colu mbia are 
reassu ring . The nu mber of cases are diminish­ 
ing and no fear of fu rther spread is imminent. 
Howev er, the scou rg e that the disease represents 
owing to its ex ceptional seriou s natu re makes it 
imperativ e that ev ery precau tion be ex erted to 
keep it u nder control and away from the safety 
of others. The possibility that ev en one of the 
3 5 ,000 boy s mig ht hav e been a v ictim was su ffi­ 
cient reason for the action in cancelling the scou t 
g athering and parents shou ld commend the Pres­ 
ident on his pru dent cou rse. 


penditu res of 1918 and 1919, and which is abou t 
equ al to the total of all federal ex penditu res from 
17 89 to 1914. 
The inev itable resu lt of that spending has been 
increasing federal deficits, followed by an as­ 
tou nding ex pansion of the federal debt. The defi­ 
cits started in 1931, with a little less than one 
billion dollars, and rose steadily u ntil 1935, when 
that y ear’s deficit (fiscal y ear ended Ju ne 30) 
reached $3,500,000,000. And the g ross federal debt, 
since 1930, has increased $12,000,000,000— more 
than 7 5 per cent. 
As the Index say s, a basic qu estion raised by 
this prog ram “is the ex tent to which present 
spending can be continu ed withou t threatening 
the financial stability of the g ov ernment.” There 
is no relief in sig ht — the 1936 deficit will be as 
g reat or g reater than any of its predecfessors. 
More spending on a v ast scale is contemplated. 
And for ev ery dollar the treasu ry is taking in, in 
spite if abnormally hig h tax es, two are g oing 
ou t. 
Some friends of emerg ency spending say that 
the whole problem can be simply and easily 
solv ed by inflation — in other words, by tu rning 
the printing presses loose to issu e cu rrency with­ 
ou t backing . The whole history of g ov ernment fi­ 
nance points to the trag edy of that. Inflation 
cannot be controlled — once it takes the wheel, 
it ru ns away with the driv er and collapse of the 
nation’s credit follows. 
The only sou nd solu tion is to chang e ou r poli­ 
cy before it is too late — to trim ou r financial sail 
to meet the wind. Only by balancing ou tg o with 
income can be the g ov ernment m aintain its sol­ 
v ency and integ rity .
